Reason for allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: None of the 
references of record teaches or suggests the claimed Semiconductor Device Having Two- 
layered Charge Storage Electrode with a second floating gate film on a side face of the 
second insulation film and a top face of the first floating gate film, and a top face at an 
outer side of the second floating gate is higher than a top face at an inner side of the 
second floating gate.
